It is declared 
that the French could easily under- 
take similar actions but are refrain- 
ing from doing so because the results 
are not worth the price that has to 
be paid.

preter of sacred words with mean- 
ing fixed forever and ascertainable 
by a process of intellectual reason- 
ing." 
There is a sentence that will 


knock the scales from a good many 
people's eyes, and yet we have been 
saying substantially the same thing 
for years. 


The idea that a judicial body is a 


sort of synthesis of pure reason and 
that therefore they are certain to be 
right is nonsense. Pure reason does 
not exist anywhere on this globe. 
Bias, predilection, past life, heredity 
constitute a large 
part 
of every 


man's opinion. There is no belief or 
opinion that is absolutely correct. All 
that is expected of a court is to be 
humanly intelligent and sincere, and 
to trust itself to the humanities, the 
amenities, the sympathies, and to the 
best discretion of the environment. 
And this is getting to be the view 
of the federal supreme court. Justice 
Holmes said it was the court's duty 
"to learn to transcend our own con- 
victions and to leave room for much 
that we hold dear to be done away 
with, short of revolution, by the or- 
derly change of law." 
Justices Day 


and Hughes look at it the same way. 


There is a judgment against rigid 


technicality, against case 
practice 


and acres of reports. 
In the very 


circumstance out of which a ques- 
tion arises there is more legal au- 
thority than the books disclose.

from the back to the front when ad- 
justing it to the head.

gives a 
hard, 


straight and barren line around the 
face. 


Th3 chin should be well up while

conservation.

-The custom of roughly and care- 


lessly tucking under the hat 
brim 
the hair which the adjustment of 
the hat has mashed 'down, only de- 
stroys certain 
beauty 
lines 
and 


should not be done under any cir- 
cumstances. 


To begin with, one's hair should 


be kept clean, 
fluffy 
and slightly 


waved. 
The hair which is mashed 


down, instead of being tucked under 
the hat brim, should be caught up 
by invisible pins and pinned to the 
under brim. This also serves to fill 
that vacancy between the head and 
hat brim which often presents a very 
bad line.
